County Commission 


The county commission this 
week set May 6 as the date for the 
first public hearing on the county's 
new zoning regulations and named 
May 13 for final passage of the new 
laws. 

Meantime, according to Commis- 
sioner Roy Michael, chairman of 
the county zoning committee, final 
district maps and copies of the reg- 
ulations will be available for public 
study on April 19, Michael said the 
maps and regulations will oe post- 
ed in all districts following a plan 
that was used earlier with tenta- 
tive zoning maps. 

In a report to the commission, 
Chairman Michael said that of the 
458 requests for changes tə tenta- 
tive zoning laws, made during a 
series of public hearings on the 
proposals, 85 percent of the re- 


quests have been reviewed and 
plotted on county maps. He said 
the requests have been studied by 
the commission and zoning depart- 
ment personnel and that récom- 
mended changes for finai action 
are now being drafted and mapped. 

Michael said the tentative maps 
and preliminary regulations have 
been greatly éxpanded to meet re- 
quested changes. 

He also announced that for six 
months after the new zoning code 
is in effect, residents will have an 
opportunity to make application 
for changes without cost. After 
the six months period, he said, ap- 
plicants for changes to zoning reg- 
ulations, will be required to pay all 
costs in connection with advertis- 
ing the request. 

A decision to oppose any legisla- 
tive act to establish an industrial 
commission to be financed with 
taxes was voted by the county com- 
mission this week. 

Chairman Roy Michael said

Millions Spent On 
‘Local Flood Work 


WEST PALM BEACH ,— Con- 
f | tributions to project costs exceed- 
ling $11 million have been made 
| since 1949 by taxpayers in the Cen- 
[tral and Southern Florida Flood 
Control District. By June of this 
year $11,386,901 will have been 
spent on the multi-purpose flood 
control and water d¢onseryation 
project by the 17 counties compris- 
ing the FCD. 

In addition, the State of Florida, 
from the General revenue fund, 
will have spent approximately $10 
million for* project works benefit- 
ing the State and the nation. Dur- 
ing the same period the Federal 
government has appropriated and 
expanded $38,074,000. 

According to a report of the 
Florida Water Resources Study 
Commission, the FCD has more 
functions looking to preservation 
of Florida’s water resources than 
any other local, Federal, or State 
agency. , 

Florida's water resources are 


second only to her human re- 
sources in importance. All seg- 
ments of Florida's population, 


economy, and general welfare are 
directly influenced by the waters 
that lie on, beneath, and around the 
state. 

The contribution of FCD to 
water resources conservation is 
not limited to flood control. Its 
many purposes include storage of 
surplus water, prevention of over 
drainage, prevention of salt water 
intrusion and fish and wildlife con- 
servation as well as other vital 
functions. 

The impact of this system on 
the economy of the State and the 
nation may not be fully realized for 
another decade. However, in view 
of the emphasis placed on water 
resources conservation at all gov- 
ernment levels, it is likely that a 
Federal appropriation will be made 
to F'CD to-shorten this decade by 
several years. Florida must be 
ready to participate in any such 
Federal appropriation. In view of 
the part. water plays in the eco- 
nomic welfare of Florida, such par- 
ticipation is vital. Therefore, the 
FCD is requesting the 1957 State 
Legislature to appropriate $6,700,- 
000 for project works. This appro- 
priation will insure that the FCD 
program benefiting not only cen- 
tral and southern Florida but the 
entire state can continue to serve 
the purpose it is designed to per- 
form.

WEST PALM BEACH — Man- 
agement.of water resources in cen- 
tral and southern Florida by the 
Flood Control District is insuring 
an adequate future water supply, 
according to an announcement this 
week. p 

Twenty two counties in the 
watershed area served: by FCD 
benefit from the multi-purpose 
project serving flood control and 
water conservation purposes. 

According to a Florida Water 
Resources Study Commission re- 
port, water supplies .for future 
foreseeable municipal, agricultur- 
al, industrial and recreational pur- 
poses can exceed the demand if 
they are properly managed. 

Management of water resources 
in an’ area comprising one-fourth 
of Florida was turned over to FCD 
in 1949. Since that time, Federal 
State and local interests are coop- 
erating in the design and construc- 
tion of a flood control and water 
conservation program designed for 
the future as well as the: present. 

FCD project canals, pumps, and 
levees not only remove flood wat- 
ers rapidly and store surplus 
water, but they prevent overdrain- 
age and protect developed áreas. 

Both present and future munici- 
pal water supplies are being pro- 
tected from salt water intrusion 
by control structures in canals and 
maintenance of ground-water 
levels. 

Agricultural water users are be- 
ing assured of adequate future 
supplies of water in all parts of the 
District. Structures ~ provided by 
FCD remove water in time of flood 
to conservation areas and make it 
available in time of future drought 

Future adequate supplies of 
water.of proper quality and quan- 
tity. for industrial uses are safe- 
guarded by FCD project works. 

Recreational uses of water and 
fish and wildlife conservation play 
a large part in FCD planning. 


Sheriff Opposes 
State Law Plan 


TAMPA — Hillsborough County 
Sheriff Ed Blackburn says he is 
“unalterably opposed” ‘to public 
prosecutors being allowed to use 
the Florida Sheriff's Bureau to 
make investigations. He said the 
result would be the beginning of a 
state police force which he is also 
opposed io. 

Blackburn made his statement 
during a Press Conference over 
Tampa's WFLA-TV. He is a mem- 
ber of the board of the sheriff's bu- 
reau created at the 1955 session of 
the legislature. 

The bureau is asking for nearly 

$1,000,000 from the state „during 
the next biennium to hire 16 in- 
vestigators and to set up a crime 
laboratory. Blackburn said when 
the laboratory is set up any agency 
in the state could take advantage 
of it, but he was of the opinion the 
investigative powers should be 
limited to requests by the various 
sheriffs of the state. 
- About 100 investigators, he con- 
tinued, would be needed if the bu 
reaus got into the work of supply: 
ing prosecutors with investiga- 
tions.
